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ADMIRAL  RUSSELL  R.  WAESCHE,  USCG,  RETIRED 
WARTIME  COMMANDANT,  DIES  ON  OCTOBER  17 


Admiral  Russell  It.  Waesche,  USCG, 
retired,  wartime  commandant  of  the 
Coast  Guard,  and  head  of  the  organiza- 
tion during  its  greatest  period  of  de- 
velopment and  expansion,  died  at  the 
Naval  Hospital,  P.ethesda,  Md.,  on  Octo- 
ber 17,  from  an  illness  of  long  standing. 

Recently  designated  by  President 
Truman  as  one  of  the  elder  statesmen's 
organization  for  national  defense,  and 
thus  selected  as  one  of  the  10  top-rank- 
ing wartime  leaders  of  the  armed  forces, 
Admiral  Waesche  held  a  position  in  the 
history  of  the  Coast  Guard  approached 
by  no  other  commandant. 

Entering  the  Revenue  Cutter  Service 
in  1904,  Admiral  Waesche  entered  upon 
his  first  assignment  in  Washington  in 
1915,  the  year  in  which  the  Revenue 
Cutter  Service  and  the  Life  Saving 
Service  were  consolidated  to  form  the 
Coast  Guard.  He  took  a  very  active 
part  in  the  difficult  administrative 
work  which  was  required  to  success- 
fully accomplish  this  merger.  This 
period,  in  which  he  helped  to  develop 
the  enlarged  and  closely  coordinated 
service  was  excellent  training  for  his 
work  as  commandant,  to  which  he  was 
appointed  in  1936,  and  for  still  another 
merger — that  of  the  Lighthouse  Service 
and  the  Coast  Guard,  which  took  place 
in  193D.  This  second  merger  not  only 
involved  the  assimilation  of  over  5.00*0 
persons,  many  of  which  assumed  a 
military  status,  but  placed  under  Coast 
Guard  jurisdiction  an  entirely  new  type 
of  engineering  work  of  considerable 
magnitude.  In  this  consolidation,  Ad- 
miral Waesche  was  the  leader  to  whom 
was  due  a  large  part  of  the  credit  for 


the  successful  handling  of  matters  dur- 
ing the  transition  period. 

Hardly  had  the  Lighthouse  Service 
been  taken  over  than  Admiral  Waesche 
visualized  a  volunteer  organization  of 
yachtsmen,  under  Coast  Guard  aus- 
pices, as  a  means  of  promoting  those 
phases  of  safety  at  sea  appertaining  to 
the  vast  fleet  of  pleasure  craft.  Con- 
gress authorizing  such  an  organization, 
it  was  soon  an  accomplished  fact. 
Though  perhaps  not  fully  realized  orig- 
inally, this  volunteer  organization  be- 
came the  backbone  of  the  wartime  Tem- 
porary Reserve. 

Hard  on  the  heels  of  the  Coast  Guard 
Auxiliary,  came  the  legislation  creating 
a  Coast  Guard  Reserve,  and  providing 
for  a  wartime  expansion  paralleling  that 
of  the  other  military  services.  In  this 
Admiral  Waesche  was  the  leader,  feeling 
that  the  Coast  Guard  could  take  a  place 
in  war  far  more  important  than  it  had 
occupied  during  any  previous  conflict. 

Among  the  wartime  measures  alter- 
ing the  functions  of  the  Coast  Guard 
was  the  Executive  Order  which  placed 
the  Bureau  of  Marine  Inspection  and 
Navigation  of  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce under  the  Coast  Guard  for  the 
duration  of  hostilities.  Here  again  Ad- 
miral Waesche's  talents  for  consolida- 
tion and  assimilation  came  into  play,  for 
the  newly  added  organizations  were  not 
operated  as  separate  divisions  of  the 
Coast  Guard  but  were  quite  completely 
amalgamated.  It  was  the  Admiral's 
belief  that  the  best  results  were  obtain- 
able when  there  was  a  free  interchange 
of  personnel  among  all  the  duties  and 
billets  of  the  Service. 
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With  the  actual  opening  of  hostilities 
and  the  transfer  of  the  Coast  Guard  to 
the  Navy,  Admiral  Waesche's  task  be- 
came that  of  developing  the  Coast  Guard 
to  handle  the  many  special  types  of  work 
as  each  was  assigned  to  it.  Waterfront 
protection  and  the  prevention  of  sabo- 
tage, the  control  of  pilotage,  training  for 
amphibious  landings,  the  development  of 
electronic  aids  to  navigation,  assistance 
in  the  submarine  patrol,  establishment 
of  navigational  aids  at  newly  acquired 
advanced  bases,  weather  observation, 
Greenland  patrol,  ice  breaking,  manning 
of  transports  and  other  Navy  vessels — 
all  these  tasks  came  in  rapid  succession. 
Along  with  these  new  duties,  the  Coast 
Guard  expanded  to  many  times  its  great- 
est peacetime  size,  and  as  a  part  of  the 
military  forces,  the  scenes  of  its  oper- 
ations soon  spread  over  a  large  part  of 
the  globe. 

Never  before  had  the  Coast  Guard 
been  so  large  an  organization,  or  its 
tasks  so  varied  and  of  such  military  im- 
portance. The  number  of  men  and 
women  in  the  Service  numbered  more 
than  170,000  and  the  number  of  ships 
and  boats  manned  by  Coast  Guard 
crews  formed  an  armada  equal  to  the 
navy  of  many  a  foreign  power. 

Admiral  Waesche,  whose  illness  over- 
took him  early  in  the  war,  had  the 
choice  of  immediate  retirement  and  the 
probable  prolongment  of  his  life,  or  of 
remaining  on  duty  so  long  as  he  was 
able. 

In  choosing  the  latter  course  he  gave 
the  Coast  Guard  the  benefits  of  his  long 


experience  and  a  continuing  policy,  and 
achieved  for  himself  the  admiration  of 
all  who  knew  that  his  heroism  was  no 
less  than  that  displayed  in  actual  com- 
bat. His  life  was,  beyond  question,  in 
the  best  traditions  of  the  naval  services. 
He  retired  because  of  disability  in  1945. 

GANDER    RESCUE    IS    EXAMPLE 

OF  EFFECTIVE  COOPERATION 

OF   FORCES 

The  rescue  operations  at  the  scene  of 
the  recent  crash  of  the  Belgian  air  liner 
in  Newfoundland  constituted  an  out- 
standing example  of  both  international 
and  inter-service  cooperation,  as  well 
as  demonstrating  the  value  of  the  heli- 
copter on  rescue  missions. 

At  the  time  of  the  crash  of  this  plane 
neither  the  Newfoundland  or  Canadian 
Governments  had  helicopters  with 
which  to  perform  the  rescue  work  and 
without  which  the  loss  of  life  would 
have  unquestionably  been  very  much 
more  severe.  The  Coast  Guard  volun- 
teered the  use  of  its  helicopters  and  the 
United  States  Army  provided  the  large 
air  transports  needed  to  get  the  heli- 
copters quickly  to  the  scene.  Army  per- 
sonnel and  trappers  quickly  reached 
the  scene  of  the  plane  crash,  but  so 
severely  injured  were  many  of  the  plane 
passengers  that  any  form  of  transpor- 
tation other  than  by  airplane  would 
have  been  fatal  to  many.  The  nature 
of  the  surroundings  would  not  admit 
of  the  landing  of  any  of  the  conven- 
tional types  of  plane. 

Gander  airport,  not  many  miles  from 
the  scene  of  the  crash,  afforded  landing 
facilities  for  large  land  planes.  A  lake 
nearer  the  scene  permitted  the  land- 
ing of  seaplanes,  and  a  small  clearing 
even  closer  to  the  wrecked  plane,  to 
which  the  survivors  had  been  carried, 
afforded  a  landing  for  helicopters. 

Coast  Guard  helicopters  were  par- 
tially dismantled  at  the  Coast  Guard 
Air  Station,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  and  flown 
to  Gander  Airport  by  Army  Transport 
Command  planes.  There  they  were  re- 
assembled. In  making  the  rescue,  the 
helicopter  moved  the  survivors  from 
the  small  clearing  near  the  scene  of  the 
crash,  to  a  point  on  the  lake  where  they 
were  transferred  to  a  Coast  Guard  PBY. 
The  PBY  in  turn  transferred  the  pa- 
tients to  the  Gander  Airport,  where 
hospital  facilities  were  available.  As  it 
was  imperative  to  move  the  patients  at 
the  earliest  practicable  moment,  the 
helicopters  were  used  only  between  the 
small  clearing  and  the  lake  site,  thus 
saving  much  time. 
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The  following  entries  are  from  the 
log  of  one  of  the  helicopters  : 

0030  Departed  Brooklyn  Air  Station 
in  Army  Transport  Command  C-54  No. 
2558  for  Gander,  Newfoundland. 

Newfoundland  times : 

0815  Arrived  Gander,  Newfoundland. 
Contracted  Lt.  Comdr.  Schrader  and 
was  advised  that  Coast  Guard  PBY  was 
being  operated  to  and  from  a  lake  only 
r>  miles  to  the  west  of  plane  crash.  It 
was  from  this  lake  that  the  land  rescue 
party  had  made  their  way  down  the 
river  in  rubber -boats  to  the  crash  after 
being  flown  to  the  lake  in  Coast  Guard 
PBY.  Six  hours  time  was  required  by 
the  land  rescue  team  to  make  the  trip 
from  the  lake  to  the  scene  with  rafts  in 
tow.  They  estimated  the  time  required 
at  36  hours  to  make  the  trip  in  reverse 
because  of  traveling  upstream. 

It  was  decided  to  make  an  aerial 
survey  of  the  scene  of  the  crash  and  the 
lake  area  in  search  of  a  possible  heli- 
copter landing  site. 

0830  Departed  in  Coast  Guard  PBY, 
Lt.  Comdr.  Schrader  as  pilot.  Observed 
clearing  on  top  of  hill  one-fourth  mile 
from  scene  of  crash  as  nearest  evacu- 
ating point. 

Located  clearing  on  west  end  of  lake 
shore  to  be  used  to  transfer  survivors 
from  the  helicopter  to  the  PBY. 

Returned  to  Gander. 

At  1000  unloading  of  HOS  had  been 
completed,  and  assembled  started. 

It  was  decided  in  order  to  speed  op- 
erations that  the  helicopter  was  to  re- 
move survivors  from  the  scene  of  the 
crash  to  the  lake  site,  a  distance  of  7 
miles,  where  a  transfer  would  be  made 
to  the  PBY  plane,  unless  the  doctor  on 
the  scene  advised  against  too  much 
handling  of  critically  injured  survivors. 

Gasoline  and  boards  were  to  be  flown 
in  to  the  lake  site,  and  platform  built 
on  soft  muskeg  for  helicopter  landing. 

The  Coast  Guard  PBY  took  off  for 
the  lake  site  to  land  materials  and  to 
advise  the  rescue  party  at  scene  of 
crash  of  the  plan,  and  also  to  learn  the 
condition  of  the  surface  in  the  clear- 
ing near  the  crash. 

1230  Vannelli,  chief  aviation  machin- 
ist's mate  in  charge  of  reassembling  the 
helicopter  estimated  3  hoiu-s  more  time 
needed  to  complete  the  assembly  of  the 
HOS  (Lieutenant  Kleisch's  helicopter) 
and  have  it  ready  for  flight.  Crew  re- 
fused to  stop  work  for  chow.  PBY  re- 
turned after  putting  working  party 
ashore  at  lake  to  build  the  landing 
platform.  No  lumber  was  dropped  near 
scene  of  crash  because  the  rescue  party 
advised  that  the  surface  was  firm.    The 


land  rescue  party  was  then  moving  sur- 
vivors  to   the  clearing. 

1430  helicopter  assembly  completed, 
4.5  hours  required.  Crew  did  wonder- 
ful job. 

1440  started  engine  and  made  short 
test  flight. 

1445  departed  for  scene  of  crash  with 
photographer  O'Leary,  a  spare  battery, 
and  a  litter  specially  altered  to  fit 
HOS-1. 

1512  landed  at  scene  of  crash.  In- 
formation as  to  firmness  of  surface  was 
faulty,  wheels  of  helicopter  settled 
slowly  into  muskeg  until  the  helicopter 
rested  on  its  fuselage.  Engine  had  to 
be  stopped  because  of  the  carburetor 
scoops  being  located  under  fuselage. 

The  PBY  was  advised  to  drop  boards 
near  scene  of  crash  from  which  to  con- 
struct a  landing  spot  for  the  helicopter. 

O'Leary,  aviation  ordnanceman  first 
class  acting  as  photographer,  to  remain 
at  scene  to  aid  in  handling  operations 
at  this  end.  Instructed  him  to  lay  down 
boards  for  next  landing.  Spare  battery 
to  remain  at  this  point. 

Consulted  Lieutenant  Martin,  LTnited 
States  Army  doctor,  about  plan  of  evac- 
uation. Eight  survivors  in  very  critical 
condition,  3  of  whom  are  not  expected 
to  survive  another  night.  Five  survi- 
vors had  already  died  on  the  19th. 
Eighteen  remained  to  be  taken  out. 
Two  survivors  with  broken  vertabrae  to 
be  taken  out  last  today  in  hopes  that 
second  helicopter  might  aid  in  taking 
these  2  survivors  direct  to  Gander,  to 
avoid  too  much  handling.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  transfer  patient  from  one  litter 
to  another  as  the  helicopter  able  to 
carry  only  the  specially  modified  litter. 
Plan  all  set  ready  to  evacuate.  Due  to 
the  mushy  texture  of  the  muskeg,  the 
tail  of  the  helicopter  had  sunk  into  the 
ground  so  that  grass  was  touching  the 
tail  rotor  of  the  helicopter.  The  tail  of 
the  helicopter  was  lifted  and  tail  wheel 
placed  on  rolled  tent  and  block  of  wood. 
Carburetor  air  entrance  cleared. 

The  first  survivor,  the  stewardess, 
taken  on  board  through  an  improvised 
hole  in  plexiglass  nose.  This  modifica- 
tion was  hurriedly  made  during  disas- 
sembly of  HOS  at  Brooklyn  Air  Station, 
which  would  otherwise  have  necessi- 
tated cutting  out  the  side  of  the  cabin, 
because  of  necessary  delicate  handling 
of  survivors. 

1600  started  engine  and  departed  for 
lake.  No  difficulty  experienced  in  tak- 
ing off. 

1606  arrived  at  lake  shore  clearing. 
Platform  not  completed  so  again  landed 
in  muskeg.     Shut  down  engine.     Survi- 
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vor  was  removed  and  delivered  to  PBY. 
Instructed  officer  in  charge  at  lake  to 
have  litters  available  on  shore  waiting 
to  transfer  patient  immediately  to  an- 
other litter  to  save  time  as  only  3  hours 
day  light  remained  and  night  operations 
very  hazardous,  and  would  not  be 
attempted. 

1640  departed  from  the  lake  for  second 
survivor. 

1645  arrived  at  the  site  of  the  crash. 
Boards  had  been  dropped  and  placed 
in  position.     Received  second  survivor. 

1654  departed  for  lake. 

1700  arrived  lake,  transferred  patient, 
took  on  fuel.  Lieutenant  Bolton  now  on 
lake  scene  to  direct  operations  at  that 
end.    Platform  completed. 

1709  departed  for  third  survivor. 

1714  arrived  at  crash  site,  received 
survivor. 

1721  departed  for  lake. 

1727  arrived  at  the  lake,  transferred 
survivor. 

1734  departed  for  fourth  survivor. 

1739  arrived  at  the  crash  site ;  re- 
ceived survivor.  The  doctor  was  wor- 
ried about  getting  all  eight  survivors  out, 
and  as  planned  the  last  two  out  were 
the  most  critical  of  those  remaining, 
and  it  was  imperative  that  it  be  timed 
to  assure  their  evacuation.  Just 
sufficient  time  remained  to  remove  eight 
as  planned,  provided  all  went  well  and 
everybody  worked  at  top  speed.  By  this 
time  operations  at  both  sites  were  very 
proficient,  with  no  lost  motion. 

1745  departed  crash  site. 

1751  arrived  lake  and  made  transfer. 

1756  departed  for  fifth  survivor. 

1801  arrived  crash  scene,  received 
survivor.  Informed  by  Doctor  Martin 
that  if  second  helicopter  did  not  arrive, 
it  would  be  necessary  to  take  one  of  the 
less  critical  of  the  two  survivors,  who 
had  a  broken  neck,  to  the  lake  for  trans- 
fer which  he  had  hoped  to  avoid.  The 
doctor  was  making  some  heroic  decisions 
as  all  eight  survivors  were  severely  in- 
jured and  the  last  two  would  not  survive 
another  night. 

1806  took  off  for  lake. 

1812  arrived  at  lake,  transferred  sur- 
vivor. 

1816  departed  for  sixth  survivor. 

1821  arrived  at  crash  scene:  received 
survivor.  Doctor  worried  for  fear  dark- 
ness will  cut  slfort  the  work. 

1829  took  off  for  lake  site. 

1835  arrived  lake  and  transferred  sur- 
vivor. Advised  Lieutenant  Bolton  to 
have  as  many  hands  available  as  neces- 


sary, for  extra  delicate  handling  of  next 
survivor.  It  was  absolutely  essential ; 
her  life  depended  upon  it. 

1840  departed  for  seventh  survivor. 

1845  arrived  at  crash  scene ;  survivor 
was  carefully  lifted  into  helicopter.  Her 
face  showed  great  pain  at  slightest 
movement. 

Received  instructions  in  handling  pa- 
tient from  Doctor  Martin  when  making 
the  transfer  at  the  lake. 

1852  departed  for  lake.  Sun  had  set, 
only  a  half  hour  of  daylight  remaining. 

1858  arrived  at  lake;  instructed  men 
on  handling  patient,  to  be  very  careful 
not  to  change  the  position  of  the  head 
in  relation  to  the  body.  Men  made  sev- 
eral attempts,  stating  they  could  not  do 
it  because  of  her  pain,  and  fear  of  caus- 
ing further  injury.  Directed  them  to 
carry  on  as  doctor  had  forewarned  that 
she  had  to  be  transferred  and  the 
chance  taken,  as  one  more  and  the 
most  critical  patient  was  still  to  be 
evacuated.  Transfer  was  successfully 
made — (we  hoped). 

1906  departed  lake  on  final  trip  for 
the  day  to  remove  eighth  survivor. 

1911  landed  and  received  survivor. 
Had  some  difficulty  in  getting  him 
through  opening  in  nose  because  of  his 
size  and  being  wrapped  in  a  sleeping 
bag. 

1920  departed  for  Gander  Field.  It 
was  dark  before  reaching  destination 
but  soon  picked  up  airport  beacon  which 
aided  in  return. 

1945  landed  at  Gander  and  made 
transfer  of  survivor  to  ambulance. 

Other  than  landing  on  muskeg  no  dif- 
ficulty in  flying  was  experienced.  The 
mechanics  had  done  a  fast  and  careful 
job,  which  made  early  evacuation  of 
survivors  possible.  Coordination  be- 
tween the  various  rescue  teams  after 
first  transfer  was  perfect  and  three 
PBY's  kept  busy  shuttling  between  the 
lake  and  Gander  Field.  O'Leary  re- 
mained overnight  at  crash  site  along 
with  original  land  rescue  party. 

Operations  for  evacuating  the  re- 
maining survivors  will  be  resumed  to- 
morrow, Sunday,  22  September,  at  day- 
light. 

The  three  helicopter  pilots  who  took 
part  in  the  Gander  rescue  were  later 
present  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  in  Washington,  when  the 
Secretary  presented  to  the  Acting  Com- 
mandant Of  the  Coast  Guard  a  letter 
commending  the  service  for  its  part  in 
this  rescue. 
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Following  the  rescue,  the  letter  quoted 
below  was  received  by  the  Department  of 
State  from  the  Belgium  Ambassador  to 
the  United  States. 

Washington,  September  2//,  1946. 
Ambassade  De  Belg-ique, 

Sir:  The  Belgium  Minister  for  For- 
eign Affairs  has  instructed  me  to  con- 
vey to  the  Government  of  the  United 
Slates  Of  America  the  feeling  Of  pro- 
found gratitude  shared  alike  by  the  Gov- 
ermnent  and  people  of  Belgium  for  the 
very  great  help  SO  efficiently  given  by 
the  American  forces  in  the  difficult  task 
of  rescuing  the  survivors  of  the  Belgium 
civilian  transport  plane  which  was  lost 
last  week  in  Newfoundland. 

The  ingenuity,  the  speed  and  the  ex- 
ertions freely  displayed  under  grievous 
conditions  by  the  Air  Corps,  the  Navy, 
and  the  Coast  Guard  bear  witness  at 
once  to  the  human  feelings  so  deep  in 
American  hearts  and  to  the  warm  friend- 
ship existing  between  the  two  countries. 
Belgium  will  keep  always  the  memory  of 
this  help.

NAVY    CONTINUES   TO   MAKE 

TRAINING  AIDS  AVAILABLE 

TO  COAST  GUARD 

The  use  of  training  aids  iii  the  peace- 
time activities  of  the  Coast  Guard  has 
been  made  possible  through  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  Navy.  Such  aids  were  made 
available  to  the  Coast  Guard  during  the 
time  that  the  service  operated  as  a  part 
of  the  Navy.  The  Navy  Department, 
now,  has  acted  favorably  upon  a  request 
for  a  renewal  of  the  arrangement.  Much 
of  this  training  material,  such  as  motion 
picture  films,  slide  films,  etc.,  would  not 
otherwise  be  obtainable  by  the  Coast 
Guard  because  of  the  relatively  high 
cost  in  a  small  service  and  a  lack  of  per- 
sonnel to  produce  such  items. 

The  advantages  of  the  facilities  of- 
fered by  the  Navy  are  set  forth  in  a 
personnel  circular  just  issued  by  Head- 
quarters, the  contents  of  which  are  as 
follows  : 

The  facilities  of  the  Navy  training 
aids  sections  and  libraries  have  been 
available  to  the  Coast  Guard  from  De- 
cember 1943,  throughout  the  period 
thereafter* when  the  Coast  Guard  was 
operating  under  the  Navy  Department. 


1  hiring  this  time  all  Navy  training  films 

and  other  training  aids  were  available 
for  loan  to  Coast  Guard  units.  All 
Coast  Guard  training  lilms  and  training 
aids    were    made    available    for    loan    to 

Naval  units. 

With  the  return  of  the  Coast  Guard 
to  the  Treasury  Department,  it  became 
necessary  for  new  arrangements  to  be 
made  for  the  supplying  of  Coast  Guard 
units  with  training  aids.  The  Navy 
Department  was,  therefore,  requested 
to  allow  the  Coast  Guard  to  continue 
the  use  of  it's  training  aids  supply  fa- 
cilities as  before.  This  request  was 
granted  and  the  Coast  Guard  may  con- 
tinue the  use  of  loan  services  of  the 
training  aids   sections   and   libraries. 

It  must  be  realized  that  this  exten- 
sion of  the  use  of  the  facilities  of  the 
training  aids  sections  and  libraries  is 
entirely  voluntary  on  the  part  of  the 
Navy  Department  and  it  is  desired  that 
as  small  a  burden  as  possible  be  placed 
on  the  staffs  of  the  Sections  and  Li- 
braries by  this  action.  It  is,  therefore, 
intended  that  Coast  Guard  units  will 
make  use  of  these  facilities  only  when 
there  is  a  distinct  need  for  the  training 
film  or  other  training  aids.  All  train- 
ing aids  borrowed  from  a  section  or 
library  will  be  returned  immediately 
upon  completion  of  use  so  that  the 
number  of  films  which  must  be  kept  as 
a  reserve  supply  by  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment may  be  kept  as  small  as  possible. 

The  above  arrangements  apply  only 
to  the  obtaining  of  training  aids  for 
temporary  custody.  All  requests  for 
permanent  custody  of  training  aids 
should  be  forwarded  to  the  Com- 
mandant (PTP)  for  appropriate  action. 

CONSIDERABLE     ACTIVITY     FOR 

AUXILIARY  IN   PUERTO 

RICO   IS  FORECAST 

An  active  post-war  Coast  Guard 
Auxiliary  in  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Vir- 
gin Islands  is  forecast  from  the  reports 
of  the  district  director  covering  the  or- 
ganization meetings  recently  held. 
Early  in  September  a  newspaper  pub- 
licity campaign  was  inaugurated,  and 
the  commodore  of  the  San  Juan  Yacht 
Club  contacted.  Commodore  Vincente 
Balbas-Pina  accepted  the  appointment  as 
commodore  of  the  Auxiliary  until  such 
time  as  an  election  should  be  possible. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  yacht 
club  (Club  Nautico),  a  meeting  was 
called  which  was  attended  by  about  150 
interested  yachtsmen.  The  Director  of 
the  Auxiliary  explained  the  purpose  and 
functions  of  the  Auxiliary,  and  applica- 
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tions  for  membership  were  solicited. 
Twenty-five  boat  owners  signed  up  that 
evening,  their  actual  enrollment  being 
contingent  upon  their  passing  an  ex- 
amination and  their  boats  passing  an 
inspection.  This  group  was  designated 
as  Flotilla  No.  1. 

Following  the  meeting  for  boat  own- 
ers, a  second  gathering  was  arranged  for 
the  owners  of  amateur  radio  stations. 
There  are  79  active  stations  of  this  type 
in  the  Puerto  Rico  and  Virgin  Islands 
area.  Owners  of  approximately  30  of 
these  attended  the  meeting,  and  17  indi- 
cated their  willingness  to  join  the 
Auxiliary. 

A  third  meeting  has  now  been  pro- 
jected as  a  means  of  interesting  the 
owners  of  private  planes,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  many  of  these  will  also  join 
the  Auxiliary. 

WEST      INDIES      RADIOBEACONS 

OPERATE  ON  CARRIER  WAVE 

FOR  AUTOMATIC   D/F  USE 

In  order  to  enable  ships  and  aircraft 
having  automatic  radio  direction  find- 
ers to  make  use  of  the  signals,  three 
United  States  radiobeacons  in  the  West 
Indies  area  have  been  modified  for  con- 
tinuous carrier  operation.  San  Juan 
radiobeacon,  operating  on  2fl6  kilo- 
cycles; Goat  Island  (Jamaica)  radio- 
beacon,  operating  on  304  kilocycles  ;  and 
Trinidad,  operating  on  308  kilocycles ; 
are  the  stations  affected. 

Each  of  the  above-mentioned  stations 
will  be  operated  with  a  continuous  car- 
rier wave  during  the  entire  radiobeacon 
minute,  with  keyed  modulation  to  pro- 
vide the  characteristic.  In  non-tech- 
nical language  this  means  that  the 
observer  listening  to  any  of  these  radio- 
beacons  will  hear  a  continuous  tone, 
with  the  dots  and  dashes  of  the  char- 
act  eristic  superimposed  in  a  higher  key. 

As  use  of  radiobeacon  signals  by 
craft  fitted  with  automatic  radio  direc- 
tion finders  requires  that  the  signals  be 
available  at  all  hoxirs  of  the  day  and 
night,  the  3  West  Indies  radiobeacons 
are  now  being  operated  continuously  on 
a  24-hour  basis.  This  means  that  each 
station  broadcasts  for  1  minute,  and 
then  is  off  for  two  minutes,  one  or  an- 
other of  the  three  being  on  the  air  at 
all  times. 

In  order  to  determine  the  usefulness 
of  this  type  of  transmission,  and  to 
justify  the  continuation  of  this  service 
on  a  permanent  basis,  all  ships  and  air- 
craft making  use  of  this  new  feature  of 
these  radiobeacons  are  asked  to  com- 
municate their  comments  to  the  Com-

ADDRESS  AT  NATIONAL  SAFETY 

CONGRESS     DESCRIBES     FIRE 

FIGHTING  RESEARCH 

An  account  of  the  Coast  Guard's  re- 
search and  developmental  work  in  the 
field  of  fire  fighting  aboard  ship  was 
given  in  an  address  before  the  thirty- 
fourth  National  Safety  Congress  and 
Exposition,  on  October  9,  by  Mr.  Wil- 
liam T.  Butler,  chief  of  the  hazard  pre- 
vention section,  merchant  vessel  inspec- 
tion division,  at  Coast  Guard  head- 
quarters. Mr.  Butler's  speech  not  only 
dealt  with  the  work  accomplished  dur- 
ing the  war,  including  an  extensive 
training  program,  but  with  the  tests 
which  are  still  under  way  in  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay. 

Excerpts  from  this  speech  follow : 

The  war  needs  of  our  fighting  forces 
afloat  gave  impetus  to  research  and  the 
development  of  advanced  methods  of 
prevention  and  control  of  fire  on  board 
ships.  The  Navy  and  the  Coast  Guard 
lead  in  these  endeavors.  Fire  training 
schools  were  set  up  on  both  the  east  and 
west  coasts ;  mockups  of  boiler  and  en- 
gine rooms  were  built,  and  tests  simu- 
lating actual  conditions  afloat  were  car- 
ried out  day  after  day ;  the  fires  being 
controlled  and  extinguished  by  personnel 
assigned  to  the  training  schools,  to  fit 
them  for  the  tasks  which  lay  ahead. 
The  theories  of  damage  control,  chem- 
istry of  fire,  types  and  application  of 
portable  fire  extinguishers,  and  use  of 
CO,,  foam,  fog,  and  water  as  extinguish- 
ing agents  were  taught  and  the  actual 
application  of  each  was  practiced. 

An  experience  in  New  York  Harbor 
when  the  cargo  ship  El  Estero,  with 
3,CO0  tons  of  ammunition  on  board, 
caught  fire  in  its  boiler  room,  was  the 
impetus  which  lead  the  Coast  Guard  to 
expand  its  experiments  and  develop  a 
realistic  program  of  tests  in  the  control 
of  fires  occurring  in  the  engine  room 
and  boiler  room  spaces  of  ships. 

Twenty-one  experimental  fire  tests 
were  conducted  in  the  engine  and  boiler 
rooms  of  a  Liberty-type  ship. 

Low  pressure  water  fog,  foam,  and 
carbon  dioxide  were  used  as  extin- 
guishing agents  in  these  tests.  From  a 
study  of  case  histories  preceding  the 
tests,  it  is  believed  the  test  tires  were 
more  severe  than  would  be  expected  in 
the  engine  or  boiler  rooms  of  operating 
vessels  under  normal  conditions.  One 
of  the  Objectives  Of  these  tests  was  to 
determine   the  possible   effect   upon   ex- 
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tinguishmenl  of  machinery  space  fires 
by  controlling  air  How  through  tin'  me- 
dium of  ventilators  and  other  openings 
in  the  ship's  structure  which  permil  ad- 
ditional  amounts  of  oxygen  in  air  reach- 
ing the  fire,  it  was  definitely  estab- 
lished thai  the  rate  of  burning  within 
thf  space  decreased  as  air  intake  open- 
ings were  blanked  off;  This  was  one  of 
the  most  significant  findings  as  it  was 
noted  in  the  tires  that  as  the  tempera- 
ture   increased   within    the   machinery 

Space  there  was  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  volume  Of  additional  fresh  air 
being  drawn  into  the  space  through  the 
air  intake  openings. 

Methods  found  to  he  successful  in 
lighting  tires  in  machinery  spaces  may 
be  summed  up  as  follows : 

(1)  Control  the  supply  of  air  into 
the  compartment. 

(2)  Abandon  the  idea  that  volume  of 
water  from  straight  streams  is  an  ef- 
ficient tire-extinguishing  agent  for  these 
fires. 

(3)  In  the  control  of  ventilation, 
provide  an  escape  vent  from  the  top 
side  of  the  compartment  to  the  at- 
mosphere to  prevent  an  explosion  from 
hot  gases  and  provide  a  ready  escape 
for  these  gases  and  steam  generated 
during  application  of  waterfog. 

(4)  Provide  foghead  equipment, 
foam  proportioned,  or  foam  generators, 
foam  nozzles,  high  velocity  fog  nozzles. 
and  portable  oxy-acetylene  burning 
equipment,  and  familiarize  fire  fighters 
with  their  use  on  board  vessels. 

The  interest  engendered  by  the  ma- 
chinery space  experiments  led  to  an  ex- 
tension of  these  experiments  to  the  field 
of  fires  in  cargoes  on  board  ships.  A 
joint  operation  was  created,  participated 
in  by  the  Transportation  Corps,  Army 
Service  Forces ;  Bureau  of  Ships,  Navy 
Department ;  Research  Division.  United 
States  .Maritime  Commission  ;  War  Ship- 
ping Administration ;  and  the  Coast 
Guard  as  the  operating  agent.  Industry 
had  participated  to  a  limited  extent  in 
the  machinery  space  experiment.  For 
the  cargo  experiment  this  interest  was 
expanded  to  include  owners  and  opera- 
tors of  merchant  vessels,  vessel  de- 
signers and  builders,  maritime  under- 
writers, the  National  Board  of  Fire  Un- 
derwriters, the  National  Fire  Protection 
Association,  The  International  Associa- 
tion of  Fire  Chiefs,  and  the  manufac- 
turers of  safety  appliances  and  tire  ex- 
tinguishing equipment.  Representatives 
of  these  segments  of  industry  served  on 
the  commktee  in  an  advisory  capacity. 


The  tests  are  still  underway  on  hoard 
;i  ship  at  an  anchorage  in  San  Francisco 
Bay.  The  ship  is  a  converted  Liberty 
having  crew  spaces  in  the  'tween  deck 
With  lower  holds  intact,  otherwise  the 
vessel  conforms  in  all  respects  to  a  nor- 
mal sea-going  cargo  ship.  A  combina- 
tion C02,  smoke  detecting,  and  steam 
smothering  system  is  fitted  in  the  cargo 
holds  in  accordance  with  existing  regu- 
lations applicable  to  merchant  vessels. 
An  approved  type  of  smoke  detector  and 
automatic  alarm  is  installed  in  the 
bridge  house.  A  bank  of  CO2  cylin- 
ders is  installed  in  the  'tween  deck  com- 
partment above  No.  5  hold.  A  Coast 
Guard  fireboat  having  a  5-ton  low  pres- 
sure CO2  tank  and  distributing  system 
is  being  used  in  these  tests. 

The  principal  objectives  of  this  cargo 
fire  experiment,  are : 

(a)  To  obtain  information  on  the 
characteristics  of  fires  in  holds  involv- 
ing typical  cargoes,  with  respect  to: 
Speed  of  development  of  the  fire,  tem- 
perature both  inside  the  hold  and  on 
boundary  bulkheads  and  deck;  nature 
of  gases  evolved :  intake  of  air  and 
efflux  of  gases  ;  and  probable  rapidity  of 
spread  of  fire  to  adjacent  holds. 

(b)  To  establish  best  methods  of 
controlling  and  holding  such  fires  in 
check,  which  would  involve  experimen- 
tation with  methods  of  sealing  off  the 
hold,  introduction  of  carbon  dioxide, 
and  introduction  of  steam. 

(c)  To  determine  most  effective 
methods  of  final  extinguishment ;  work- 
ing cargo  under  adverse  conditions; 
probably  involving  a  combination  of 
steps  indicated  in  paragraph  (ft),  to- 
gether with:  Application  of  fog  and 
water  streams,  development  of  methods 
of  ventilating  the  hold  to  remove  smoke 
and  hot  gases ;  use  of  respiratory  pro- 
tect ion;  possible  effectiveness  of  water 
tension  reducers  in  producing  better 
water  penetration  into  baled  fibers,  and 
determination  of  best  means  of  entry 
into  the  hold. 

(d)  To  develop  data  which  would 
lead  to  effectiveness  and  economical 
fixed  methods  of  fire  control,  informa- 
tion such  as:  Proper  quantity,  rate  of 
discharge,  and  points  of  application  of 
carbon  dioxide;  establishing  or  disprov- 
ing the  value  of  steam  as  a  smother- 
ing agent:  development  of  improved 
closures  for  ventilators  and  hatch 
openings. 

Upon  completion  of  this  experiment 
a  report  will  be  prepared  and  published. 
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USE    OF    CAPTAIN-OF-THE 

PORT    IDENTIFICATION 

CARDS  IS  ABOLISHED 

All  Coast  Guard  captain-of-the-port 
identification  cards  have  been  declared 
invalid,  they  no  longer  being  required 
for  any  purposes.  Formal  public  notice 
of  this  cancellation  appeared  in  the  Fed- 
eral Register  of  September  11,  194b'  (11 
FR  10103  >. 

During  the  war.  eaptain-of-the-port 
identification  cards  were  issued  in 
great  numbers  (more  than  4  million  in 
New  York  alone)  to  the  millions  of  per- 
sons engaged,  in  any  way,  in  the  marine 
activities  of  the  United  States.  The 
cards  were  authorized  under  the  Espio- 
nage Act  of  June  15,  1917,  as  amended. 
The  act  permitted  captain-of-the-port 
cards  to  he  issued  to  :  ( ;i  I  mariners  em- 
ployed on  United  States  ships;  (b)  em- 
ployees working  on  ships,  or  at  water- 
front facilities,  and  (c)  persons  with 
incidental  business  on  ships,  or  making 
incidental  use  of  waterfront  property. 

Cancellation  of  the  captain-of-the-port 
cards  does  not,  in  any  way,  affect  the 
validity  of  Coast  Guard  identification 
cards  issued  to  military  members  of  its 
establishment. 

1946     LIGHT     LIST     FOR    INTRA- 

COASTAL  WATERWAY  HAS 

NOW   BEEN  ISSUED 

The  1940  edition  of  the  Light  List  for 
the  Intracoastal  Waterway  has  just 
made  its  appearance,  being  corrected  to 
July  1.  As  the  aids  to  navigation  in 
this  waterway  are  on  a  full  peacetime 
basis,  there  is  no  change  in  the  form  of 
the  list  over  that  published  last  year. 
The  corrections  to  the  list  are  due  en- 
tirely to  the  normal  work  of  maintain- 
ing the  aids.  The  new  list  is  on  sale  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
Washington  25,  D.  C,  at  40  cents  per 
copy. 

BRITISH  ISSUE  PAMPHLET  ON 

ELECTRONIC     AIDS     TO 

MARINE  NAVIGATION 

There  has  been  published  by  the  Brit- 
ish Ministry  of  Transport,  a  pamphlet 
entitled  "Radar  for  Merchant  Ships." 
This  pamphlet  has  been  issued  by  His 
.Majesty's  Stationery  Office,  London, 
during  the  present  year,  and  is  priced 
at  ninepence  a  copy.  The  pamphlet 
serves  the  same  purpose  and  is  quite 
similar  to  the  c<»;isi  Guard  publication 
"Electronic   Navigational  Aids."  a   sup- 


plement  to  which    has  just   been   pre- 
pared. 

The  British  publication  includes  a 
performance  specification  to  serve  as 
a  basis  in  the  development  of  radars 
for  merchant  vessel  use.  The  pamphlet 
also  describes  radar  trials  made  aboard 
H.  M.  S.  "Pollux"  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Thames  River.  A  chart  of  the  area  in 
which  the  trials  were  made  is  repro- 
duced, and  also  shown  are  the  indica- 
tions obtained  with  the  plan  position 
indicator. 

CERTIFICATION   OF   LOADING 

OF   EXPLOSIVES   NO   LONGER 

REQUIRED  BY   NAVY 

The  Chief  of  Naval  Operations  re- 
lieved the  Coast  Guard  of  the  necessity 
of  certifying  to  commandants  of  naval 
districts  that  merchant  vessels  trans- 
porting explosives  or  other  dangerous 
articles  have  been  loaded  and  stowed  in 
accordance  with  regulations  governing 
such  cargoes,  under  date  of  August  28, 
1946. 

THREE    LARGE    TANKERS    ALSO 

AMONG       COAST       GUARD 

MANNED  NAVY  VESSELS 

Among  the  Navy  vessels  manned  by 
the  Coast  Guard  during  the  war  were 
3  IX's,  the  Bighorn,  Abaroida,  and 
Celtic.  These  were  attached  to  Com- 
seron  10,  and  each  displaced  over  16,000 
tons  when  loaded  with  petroleum 
products. 

The  Bighorn,  formerly  the  Gulf 
Dawn,  was  acquired  by  the  Navy  in 
April,  1942,  and  designated  AO— 1.". ;  it 
became  the  USCG  Big  Horn  in  January. 
1944,  and  the  IX-207  in  January,  1!>45 

The  Celtic  and  Ahurciirfu  were  for- 
merly Standard  Oil  tankers  of  the 
"Arrow"  class,  and  were  acquired  in 
Manus  in  1944.  and  manned  by  the 
Coast  Guard  at  that  time.  The  Celtic 
was  designated  IX-137,  and  the  AJxi- 
renda  as  IX-131. 

These  vessels  were  in  addition  to 
those  tabulated  in  the  August.  1946, 
issue  of  the  Coast  Guard  Bulletin.
